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The Supreme Gift 
Rudyard Kipling 


By Francis Cecil Whitehouse 
(CONTEMPORARY criticism, for 

some extraordinary reason, is 
ever loath to concede to any living 
man the "supreme gift". ^ Looking 
back to the utter lack of appreciation 
accorded to Keats and Shelley in their 
day, for instance, one can scarcely 
forbear scorn for those who, given 
the opportunity to acclaim genius, 
were apparently blind to it. But is 
it blindness? Or is it, rather, envy, 
hatred, malice and all uncharitable- 
ness? Or just stupidity ? 

In opening this short discussion of 
the works of Kipling with this liter- 
ary conundrum I do not infer that he 
has lacked the appreciation of the 
reading public for, on the contrary, 
he has enjoyed a wonderful popular- 
itv. But, contemporary criticism has 
utterly failed to accord him to mv 
satisfaction at least, his true place in 
the world of letters. Once more has 
it been found wanting? 

The most obvious feature of Kip- 
ling’s contributions to literature is the 
scope of his art. Dealing first with 
his full length books: “Kim”, “The 
Light that Failed”, “Captains Cour- 
ageous”, “Stalky апд Со”, “The 
Jungle Books" and “Puck of Pook's 
Hill" and its sequel, the question may

be fairly asked: has any other author 
dead or living produced their equal 
in dissimilarity of conception coupled 
with general excellence? I do not 
think so. 

But Kipling originally sprang to 
favor as a short story writer, and his 
mastery of its difficult technique is 
still to me a matter of wonderment. 
Here, again, the scope of his inspira- 
tion—the dozens upon dozens of dif- 
ferent settings—leaves one amazed: 
whilst his economy in words to pro- 
duce the desired effects is something 
more recent short story writers might 
well study to advantage. With Kip- 
ling it was not a case of dragging it 
out to derive material reward at so 
much a word, but with how few 
strokes the gem might be cut and 
polished. And literary gems they are. 

To deny Kipling poetic recognition 
is again unjust, for he has given us 
too many examples of his inspira- 
tion under that head—ranging from 
humourous verse to noble imagery— 
to be lightly considered as a poet. T» 
my view, however, his practical busy 
brain.could not be satisfied to sur- 
render itself unequivocally to the sub- 
conscious condition essential to the 
production of absolute poetry. The 
urge was there. The quality of mind. 
But the day was all too short. 

So much for Kipling’s versatality. 

Genius has an attribute peculiar to 
itself, viz, the uncanny acquisition of 
general knowledge. Reading Shakes- 
peare, over and over again one asks 
oneself “how did he know that?” For 
it does not appear reasonable that any 
could know 


one human being SU 
much! Exactly the same question 
arises in reading Kipling: dialects 


Scotch, Irish, Cockney, Yorkshire or 
the Newfoundland banks are all easy 
to him. Genius knows, because tt 
knows, dialects, customs, and, above 
all, the heart of man. 

To know the heart of man! In this 
phrase, to my view, is centered the 
very soul of genius as reflected in 
literature. Poetic technical perfection, 
melody, word-painting, wit, 
style, all the embellishments in fact, 
may be possessed by those falling 
short of the “supreme gift”. But 
Kipling possesses these, and a know- 
ledge of the heart of man second only 
to Shakespeare himself. 

I regard Kipling as not only the 
most interesting literary character of 
our day, but an outstanding creator 
in the history of his art for all time. 
To him was given the quality to en- 
dure—the genius of the “supreme 
gift."

A Feast 


“A Cabinet of Characters”

SOME books are to be bolted; this. 
is not, for it is full of meat, 
juice and flavor. It has seventy 
authors, with an editor thrown in, 
and its subject is human nature—a. 
royal feast for many an evening. 

The “character” is a form of liter- 
ature better known to the scholar 
than to the general reader of to-day, 
for the best "characters" were writ- 
ten nearly three hundred years ago, 
and have since lain buried in the dust 
of old libraries, or of musty brains. 
The loss has been ours, for many of 
these thumb-nail sketches of human 
types are master-pieces in miniature. 
But at last they have been rescued, 
and we are much beholden to the ten 
years’ labor which has gone to the 
making of this collection. The intro- 
‘uction is a learned essay on the de- 
velopment of the "character" and its 
relation to other literary forms — a 
sort of polite, but honest, “grace be- 
fore meat.” 

Then come the toothsome morsels, 
dozens of them, beginning with 
Theophrastus’ picture of a flatterer 
and ending with John Galsworthy’s 
man of facts, written more than two 
thousand years afterwards. The great- 
est quantity, and the finest quality, 
come from seventeenth century pens. 
How neatly their masters dressed 
forth their observations and tied up 
their thoughts! It is refreshing to 
read of “A fayre and happy Milke- 
mayd” whose “breathe is her owne.” 
And how modern is the “Gull” of 
three centuries ago who “flled vp his 
unperfect speech with othes !” Ог 
"A scholar in the University" whose 
"purse like the Sea is governed by 


the Moone, for he has his several! 
ebbes and tides!” Many a man to- 
day laments with Wye Saltonstall,

It is a book that can be opened 
anywhere, but any who doubts 
whether he will enjoy should open in 
the middle at John Earle.

Relicke.” And his satire, how it 
dances! Nothing could be more 
pungent than his two pages on “A 
Shee precise Hypocrite” whose “puri- 
tie consists much in her Linnen,” 
whose “devotion at the Church is 
much in the turning up of her eve, 
and turning downe the leafe in her 
Booke,” who “knowes her own place 
in heaven as perfectly, as the Pew 
shee ha’s a key to. Shee is so taken 
up with Faith, shee ha’s no roome 
for Charity....Shee over flowes 50 
with the Bible, that she spils it upon 
every occasion."

ARRY—Henry—Heinrich — thus 

does the author present the three 
significant phases in the life of Heine. 
With penetrating human-kindness, 
with tender justice, he “confesses” 
this child of genius, this man. of way- 
ward impulse, who was too great for 
mediocrity, too small for reverence; 
who thrashing blindly through the 
light of day, vet won to clearest seeing 
when twilight touched his sightless 
eves and moonbeams filled his . soul 
with visions. 

The book takes its name from 
Matthew Arnold's poem, but it might 
as aptly have been called “The 
Wandering Jew,” for Heine came to 
regard himself as Ahasuerus and tc 
feel, even when illness stilled his 
restless body, that there was no peace 
for his insurgent spirit. 

History has been artistically served. 
With finely-balanced incident and 
rational speculation, Diehl exposes the 
twisted journeyings of Heine’s mind 

his mute ecstasy in Hildegarde’s 
presence, his dread of Uncle Simon, 
and fierce determination to keep 
bevond the clutch of tribal manifesta- 
tion in which even the love of God 
might become a compelling influence, 
his visions and their resultant poems 
of whose noble sentiment he was 
frequently ashamed. 

As a failure, Harry went to 
Hambourg to fail again in business 
and in winning wealthy Uncle Sol- 
omon's daughter. But he attracted 
some attention in the press. 

Mercilessly driven, he began to 
wander, longing with a consuming 
fire for possessions in which he might 
be possessed—for God, country, love 
and friends; suffering the inexpress- 
ible anguish of him who withholds 
these treasures from himself because 
to all men, to his spirit, he must stand 
supreme. Renouncing Judaism and 
Germany, he finally settled in Paris, 
where he married a_ shop-girl who 
had been his mistress. 

Henrv's soul was buried in the 
flesh. Matilda required that he dream 
less and work more. His liberalism 
turned to radicalism. This man whose 
genius was moulded by: his Jewish 


descent, German birth and Greek 
culture, who was the first and greatest 
exponent of lyric-idealism, became 
the cruellest of satirists, alienating 
the most steadfast of his followers. 

Ahasuerus stood alone. 

Over  Heinrich's body disease 
crawled like a serpent. But with the 
enfeebling of his flesh, his soul took 
on new life. In the Bible, he found 
vast reservolrs of strength, saw the 
beauty of the way he'd trod, knew 
that the end of life is faith. In 
Lorelei's reverence for him, Heine 
learned to reverence God. 

Ahasuerus lay at rest. 


Some Portraits and Opinions 


“Studies in Green and Gray" by 'Sir 
Henry Newbolt; Nelson, Toronto; 295 
pages; $2.50.

T IS always an interesting thing to 
watch the development of a man's 
mind, and in presenting these essays, 
some of them written in comparative 
youth, and others on a background of 
riper years, Sir Henry Newbolt has 
been well advised in making no 
change in their matter or style. The 
green conceptions have much to offer, 
and often can instruct our gray hairs. 
Looking back over the first group 
of essays written some twenty-five 
years ago, one can realize the pass- 
age of those years. So much water 
has run under the bridges since the 
eventful August of 1914, and so much 
has been changed thereby, that they 
leave us with a faint sense of un- 
familiarity. But it is both pleasant 
and profitable to go back, even though 
some of the landmarks of that coun- 
try are almost forgotten, for you mix 
with a: gay and gallant company. 
There-is the vivid and colorful per- 
sonality of Sir John Froissart, wan- 
derer, and somewhat scurvy knave at 
best, who ushers in the story of the 
long lost Meliador or Wenceslas, a 
book whose destiny he had touched 
for a moment. Or there is John 
Inglesant, less well-known in our day; 
or the picture of that stout man, Wil- 
liam Camden, firm friend and faithful 
champion of Queen Elizabeth. In 
sketches such as these one feels the 
atmosphere of old times borne in by 
the affectionate regard of the author. 
There is wit here, humor without 
sting, and an apt and graceful char- 
acterization, whether it is dealing in 
kindly wide-eyed understanding with 
that stubborn unyielding old sea dog 
who made The Revenge the most not- 
ed of all ships, or touching with 
rapier flashes of ironic humor the 
newest findings of some Baconian en- 
thusiast, or discoursing pleasantly of 
the Utopian fancies that men have 
dreamed for men. 
There is about these earlier essays 
a wide and buoyant enthusiasm that 
marks their years. They are the rep- 
resentation of the work of a man in 
the first full blush of his mature pow- 
ers, but before years have tempered

his enthusiams to a soberer mood. 
They scintillate with sparkling 
phrases, memorable and quotable lines, 
and a deft and sure understanding of 
the power of words. 

If the later group loses some of 
these qualities, it gains as well in 
something urbane and kindly, the per- 
fect reflection of a scholarly mind. 
They are soberer and more ordered 
both in their subject and their man- 
ner. They are more wholly given 
over to the field of poetry. Yet the 
range is broad enough, from Alice 
Meynell to Shakespeare and the “In- 
goldsby Legends”. Scholarly is the 
word for them, not with any sug- 
gestion of pedantry, but to differ- 
entiate from a certain Menchenesque 
ribaldry of word and thought that too 
often characterizes modern writing of 
the type. 

One fancies that Sir Henry New- 
bolt would be the last to claim for 
these essays any profound and far- 
reaching importance; any assumption 
that they added materially to the 
world’s knowledge on the subjects 
treated. They represent the critical 
opinions of a cultured and well in- 
formed man addressed to a wide 
audience whom he would interest in 
the things that interest him. If that 
aim is correctly guessed, it is mani- 
festly achieved. Perhaps the best 
thing that can be said is that these 
essays send you back to the thing he 
writes about with a revived and eager 
enthusiasm, and a new interest and 
insight. What better can be said of 
any book? 


Insight and Candor 


“The Doctor Looks at Love and Life” 
by Joseph Collins; Doran, Toronto; 
279 pages; $3.

Mest books on sex fall into two 
* classes. They are either pre- 
posterous attempts to prove that the 
sex urge is a manifestation of the 
devil and somehow sinful and dis- 
honorable, or exhaustive inquiries 
into the subject by specialists in 
human behaviour. Into the first class 
may be placed a whole literature of 
the “What Every Young Man Ought 
to Know” type, and into the second 
the works of Havelock Ellis and a 
number of others. 

Somewhere between these two falls 
“The Doctor Looks at Love and 
Life," by Dr. Joseph Collins, who 
has won distinction in recent years 
by analyzing with provocative insight 
and candor modern fiction and biog- 
raphy through the eyes of a practical 
neurologist. In his latest book sex and 
the sex urge are discussed sanely and 
with a commendable absence of the 
self-consciousness of the moralist out 
to save the young of the land. He 
realizes their powerful and elemental 
character, and with a directness and 
simplicity that are both wholesome 
and illuminating, he writes of their 
various phases. What he says is set 
down in a scientific spirit, but warmed 
bv a kindly understanding of the 
inner problems of the individual. He 
recognizes that the greatest dangers 
in sex are due merelv to ignorance. 
His way out is to tell the truth, and 
the only dubious proposal I can find 
is the old one to teach sex by illus- 
trations from botany, which, as 
somebody pointed out long ago, suc 
ceeds more often than not merely in 
making botany indecent.

The 
modern fashion of short hair has a 
new value when Lydia Melfort de- 
clares, “I was not above six hours 
under the hands of the hair-dresser, 
who stuffed my hair with as much 
black wool as would have made a 
quilted petticoat.” We no longer en- 
tertain pity for Anne of Den- 
mark, wife of James I. Even if James 
was as didactic and loquacious in 
dealing with his wife as he was in 
dealing with his parliaments, a woman 
whose hobby was making 
over, with Elizabeth's wardrobe of 
two thousand at her disposal had some 
compensations for being married to 
“the wisest fool in Christendom.” 
From diaries, letters, household ac- 
counts, books, and periodicals of the 
period the authors have chosen illum- 
inating extracts and diverting illustra- 
tions with rare discrimination. The 
frontispiece is typical, “The Deb- 
utante Invited to Make Her Choice 
Between Virtue and Vice.” The fac- 
similes of advertisements are amusing,

Mr. Ford Tells the World 


“Today and Tomorrow” by Henry 
Ford in collaboration with Samuel 
е" Gundy, Toronto; 273 pages;

HE librarian hesitating whether to 


classify Henry  Ford's "Today 
Tomorrow" as biography or 
political economy will make no mis- 
take in chcosing the latter. While 
it is a sequel to “My Life and Work” 
(also written in collaboration with 
Samuel Crowther), and continues the 
narra::ve of Mr. Ford’s amazing car- 
eer, it is very much more than tiat. 

Much ot the complaint against 
political economists—some of it voic- 
ed on occasion by Mr. Ford himself, 
—is that they deal too much in 
theories. They are not practica! busi- 
ness men. 

This complaint, at least, cannot be 
successfully maintained against Henry 
Ford. He advances plenty of theories, 
tis true, but he immediately proceeds 
to demonstrate them out of the wealth 
of his own experience. 

In these days when every aggrega- 
tion of organized self-seekers is prat- 
ing about “service”, mere mention of 
the term is likely to create suspicion. 
Yet service is the key-note of Henry 
Ford’s philosophy. On page 156 he 
gives his definition: “Service is the 
low-cost production of high-grade 
goods, made by well-paid labor, and 


and 


manufactured and distributed at a 
profit.” 
His book tells in detail what 1s 


compressed in that phrase. 

Ford has reduced the cost of mo- 
tor car production to such a point 
that, pound for pound, the Ford tour- 
ing car now sells for less than beef- 
steak. Yet he pays the highest aver- 


age wages in the world. Апа he 
claims—and no one denies—that he 





makes a fair profit. 

On the face of such a record his 
industrial opinions are worth while. 

It might be said—as sometimes it 
is: “He entered a new field in a rich, 
prosperous country. He has a mon- 
opoly and could not duplicate his suc- 
cess in another line of endeavor". But 
he has. He operates a railroad, glass 
factories, coal mines, iron 
steamships, mills and various 
In each of these 


mines, 
saw 
other enterprises. 
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he employs the same methods and de- 
rives similar results. 

His book is an indictment of pres- 
ent-day management in industry. 

Henry Ford has little veneration 
for tradition. That a thing has 
hitherto been done in a certain man- 
ner seems to him to be the very rea- 
son why it should henceforth be done 
in some other way. His successes 
in devising improved methods and 
eliminating lost motion and waste 
make interesting reading. 

“Today and Tomorrow” is recom- 
mended to complacent captains of in- 
dustry—the more complacent the 
better. 


A Modern Messiah 


“Harmer John” by Hugh Walpole; 
Doran, Toronto; 411 pages; $2.

HAT human nature will repeat 


itself through the ages in relation 
to a Christ-like attitude from any of 
God’s creatures, is the underlying 
theme of this most human, and vet 
most spiritually symbolic of Hugh 
Walpole’s books laid in the shadow 
of the Cathedral. For Harmer John, 
appearing in the little English town 
of his mother’s birth—a Norse god 
of physical perfection, spiritual 
simplicity and blundering sincerity. 
runs the entire allegorical gamut of 
Christ's experience. 

First with his doctrine of physical 
and mental health, conscious only of 
the goodness of life, he finds himself 
received into the hearts of every 
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faction of the town's varying society. 
He begins classes in physical culture 
in which the populace from the green 
grocer to the Cathedral choir join; he 
wins the patronage of even that 
rotund modern  pharisee, Canon 
Bronder; he becomes afhanced to the 
prettiest girl in Seatown. Yet always 
behind his work and love is beating 
the insistent urge of that puissant 
idealism which is to overwhelm him 
eventually in a surge of conflict. His 
dream that this town at the foot of 
the Cathedral might become a Utopia 
—its squalling slums abolished, its 
people straight and kind, becomes 
the consuming passion of his life. 
His trust that one or two may see 
as he sees, and that together they may 
work out something great and good 
is his reiterated credo. In his blunt 
and single-minded sincerity, he 
unconsciously creates many enmities. 
In his friendship for the bluff Tom 
Longstaff and his gailant but morally 
outlawed daughter, in his occasional 
visits to the vile slums where his 
unsolicited treatment of ailing child 
ren is regarded as little short of 
miraculous, and last in his outspoken 
denunciation of the conditions of the 
poor—he brings down upon his head 
the furious jealousy of his fiancee, 
the ignorant hatred of the hoodlum 
population, the revenge of interested 





politicians, and the indignation of the 
comfortably irresponsible townsfolk. 
In the wreck of his practical life, 
he still clings to the sustaining vision 
of service and beauty. Despite all 
the urging of his few remaining 
friends that he leave Seatown, he 
continues in the determination tO 
work out his mission of salvation. 
Living in the slums, he defies the 
hatred of suspicious gangsters and 
the more dangerous machinations of 
"men higher up." It is in the act of 
comforting a fear-ridden 
crone, that he is seized by a mob, and 
thrown all but lifeless into the sea. 
Yet in the tragic futility of such 
an end, the very circumstances of 


dying, 


his death bring about a regeneration 
in the minds of Seatown. The slums 
are destroved—and like a myth, the 
story of his sojourn in their midst 
lingers in the hearts of the towns- 
people toward the ends for which he 
worked. 

And so the saga of Hjalmar 
Johansen or “Harmer John" as he 
was first good humoredly nick-named 
by the English country-folk, con- 
cludes in a triumph as piteous but as 
far-reaching in its limited sphere as 
the martyrdom of Calvary. 


The Unheroic West 


‘“‘Mantrap’’ by Sinclair Lewis; McLeod, 
Toronto; 308 pages; $2.

ARK doubt is said still to lurk in 
many a better mind concerning 

the worth of Sinclair Lewis and his 
works. Although in “Main Street” a 
social condition common to Anglo- 
North America was set forth with 
startling distinctness, and in “Babbit” 
a new continental type was isolated 
for the first time successfully—and 
both these accomplished so well that 
"Main Street” and “Babbit” have 
become descriptive clichés through- 
out the English speaking world— 
there are many who grow querulous 
when he is discussed. 

He can write, ves. True, his 
powers of observation are marvelous. 
But, after all, will he live, is he Art? 
That is, in the better sense of the 
word? 

I don’t know. But what I am verv 
positive about is that he has made 
Main Street and George F. Babbit 
live, and that this ability to breathe 
new life into familiar, unseen things 
is not an attribute of the camera. 
Lewis is no mere recorder. Не 15 
something more than a super-roto- 
gravure section. 

His popular success made many 
suspicious of him; others distrusted 
his facility; and many a social and 
business fundamentalist held him to 
be a plain, uninspired liar. Most of 
the latter rate 100% in some form of 
mendacious intolerance. 

His last "Mantrap," has 
brought disappointment to even stal- 
wart admirers, I have heard. To me 
it brought unalloved jov. It is a less 
intense study than any of his three 
famous books, and it is pitched in a 
new satirical key. In it for the first 
time vou seem to hear Lewis, himself, 
laughing.
